sane  year  in  London  with  George  Alloa  &  Unwin  Ltd.,  with  a  subtitle 
■their  relations  194°-1941,» 

I  was  at  that  tine  Minister  of  the  Colonies  in  the  Netherlands 
Oovarnnent,  temporarily  residing  at  London. 

Formerly  I  had  served  in  the  Netherlands  Indies  in  several 
funotions,  joining  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Economic  Affairs 
in  1934.  °n  August  31at,  1937  1  was  appointed  Director  of  Economic 
«f fairs  ('Director*  in  the  Netherlands  Indies  is  the  head  of  a 
civil  department).  In  August,  194°.  1  was  appointed  ter® or ary 
Minister  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  and  Chairman  of  the 
delegation  for  the  eoonomio  negotiations  with  Japan. 

In  those  funotions  I  have  had  intimate  knowledge  concern¬ 
ing  the  relations  between  the  Netherlands  in  Asia  and  Japan 
during  the  last  eight  years  before  the  outbreak  of  war  in  the 
Paeifio.  This  factual  knovrlodge  has  been  laid  down  in  cy 
aforementioned  book.  The  facts  mentioned  therein  have  come  to 
ny  knowledge  either  as  I  witnessed  then  nyself  or  out  of  off ioial 
and  other  documents,  to  which  I  had  access  in  ny  aforementioned 
funotions.  All  the  documents  and  speoohes  quoted  in  the  book 
have  been  oarefully  copied  or  translated  from  true  oopios  in  ry 
possession  or  available  at  the  Ministries  of  the  Colonies  and 
of  Foreign  Affairs  in  London  and  at  the  Netherlands  anbassy  in 
Washington.
